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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application. 

Office Acti on Rejections Summary 

Claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C, § 102(b) have been rejected as being anticipated 
by Cideciyan (US 5,177,482). 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-20 were pending. Claims 5 and 17 have been canceled without 
prejudice. Claims 1, 8, and 14 have been amended without introducing any new 
matter. No claims have been added. 

Claim Rejections 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Cideciyan (US 5,177,482). Applicant respectfully traverses the 
rejection. 

Claim 1 as amended includes the limitation of "evaluating one or more source 
characters using a lookup table to determine whether each character will invert or 
maintain a current running disparity/ 7 (emphasis added) 

In contrast, Cideciyan fails to disclose at least the above noted limitation. 
According to Cideciyan, a table look-up function is used as an encoder to convert 
data byte DB(N) plus its associated state bit S(N) into a code byte CB(N)

(Cideciyan, col. 7, In. 30-33, 61-63). In other words, Gdeciyan merely uses a lookup, 
table to encode data and the data's associated state. Cideciyan does not disclose 
using a lookup table to determine whether each character will invert or maintain a 
current running disparity. Therefore, Cidedyan fails to anticipate claim 1 for at least 
this reason. Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejection. 

Claim 8 as amended includes the limitation of "a decoder to determine a 
flip/hold bit using a lookup table based on whether a source character will invert 
or maintain a current running disparity/' (emphasis added) 

In contrast, Cideciyan fails to disclose at least the above noted limitation- 
According to Cideciyan, a table look-up function is used as an encoder to convert 
data byte DB(N) plus its associated state bit S(N) into a code byte CB(N) 
(Cideciyan, col. 7, In. 30-33, 61-63). In other words, Cideciyan merely uses a lookup 
table to encode data and the data's associated state. Cideciyan does not disclose 
losing a lookup table to determine a flip/hold bit. Therefore, Cideciyan fails to 
anticipate claim 8 for at least this reason. Applicant respectfully requests 
withdrawal of the rejection. 

Claim 14 as amended includes the limitation of "the means for evaluating the 
one or more source characters comprises one or more lookup tables/' (emphasis 
added) 

In contrast, Cideciyan fails to disclose at least the above noted limitation. 
According to Cideciyan, a table look-up function is used as an encoder to convert 
data byte DB(N) plus its associated state bit S(N) into a code byte CB(N) 
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(Cideciyan, col 7, In. 30-33, 61-63). In other words, Cideciyan merely uses a lookup 
table to encode data and the data's associated state. Gdeciyan does not disclose any 
means for evaluating one or more source characters comprising one or more lookup 
tables. Therefore, Cideciyan fails to anticipate claim 14 for at least this reason. 
Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejection. 

Claims 2-4, 6-7, 9-13, 15-16, and 18-20 depend, directly or indirectly, from 
claims 1, 8, and 14, respectively. For at least the reasons discussed above with 
respect to claims 1, 8, and 14, respectively, claims 2-4, 6-7, 9-13, 15-16, and 18-20 are 
not anticipated by Cideciyan, Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to 
withdraw the rejection.
